Detectives had asserted that the 


corpse was that of the missing Win- 
ters girl who disappeared irom home 
in March, 1913. Dr.- Winters at New- 
castle, after receiving a description 
of the exhumed girl declered that it 
could not be hia daughter, as her 
hair was brown, while that of the 
girl taken 
from 
the. grave was 


blonde.

The sexton of the Urbana cemetery 


went to Newcastle yesterday to see 
If. he could identify anyone there as 
the man who had the body left in the 
receiving vault thirteen months ago 
While he and. the detectives were a'b- 
Beh't; Guy Stewart, an 
undertaker, 


said that Larry was the man who 
had~;th£ child placed in the vault. 
The corpse lay, in the vault for a 
year and then w^s buried; in the pot- 
ters, field ^because no one claimed it. 
Larjy saw the.body today and de- 


clared that, it was that oi his daugh: 
ter. She was two years old, he said, 
and died in Jacksonville, Fla. The 
^detectives had asserted, that they had 
traced the body from Newcastle to 
Florida and thence to Urbana.

ment to the moral sense which in "*s 
awakening is demanding lower tax 


. rates in every taxing subdivision in 


Ohio. 
Never in our history has so 


much attention been given to the gen- 
eral subject of taxation as nowr and 


' nothing can be more helpful to the 


welfare of our people than the pres- 
ent discussion which is going on every- 


' where within our borders. Not only is 
• the real economic meaning of taxation 
1 and its relation to social and govern- 
mental life to be better understood as 
a result, but the moral aspect of the 
subject will leave so deep an impres- 
sion that our taxation policies in the 
: future will be a surer guarantee of the 


equality of rights under our instHu- 
/ tions of government. It is not sur- 
• prising that we should at this time be 
" in the midst of an economic develop- 
ment that has excited and held gen- 
eral interest. It is purely evolution- 
ary. It is not only the inevitable rs- 
sult of a better day universally in gov- 
ernment, but the readjustment in large 
part comes from an internal move- 
ment that began long ago in Ohio. 
The cycle of events to which it joins 
dates back to the early • eighties in 
Ohio's history. At that time the un- 
fair and inefficient system of listing 
property for taxation led to serious 
consequences in the fiscal affairs of 
the state. It was the practice then to 
support the state departments, in 
large part, by direct taxation. TJnder 
date of April 6, 1886, Governor Joseph 
B. IToraker sent a special message to 
the general assembly in which the 
very first words were these: 


"The financial condition of the state 


needs attention." 


He recommended that the state is- 


sue bonds to the limit of the constitu- 
tional authority — $750,000 — for the 
purpose of paying current expenses. 
But the significance of that document 
was the analysis of conditions existent 
then- 
Governor Foraker submitted 


this observation as a striking symp- 
tom of governmental disorder: 


Personal Property Shrinks. 


"In 1883 the value for taxation of 


the personal property of the state, as 
shown by the grand duplicate, was 
$543,207,121. 
In 1884 it shrank to 


8528,298,871, and Cfor 1885 dwindled 
again to ?509,913,986. This loss has 
been made up largely by the steady 
growth of the valuation of real estate 
on account of new structures, etc., 
but the loss was greater than the m- 
creass last year, and the result is 
shown in the fact that the grand ag- 
gregate of all the property of the 
state, both real and personal, amount- 
ed in 1885 to but 
$1,670,079,868, 


against $1,673,774,081 for 18S4, or a 
loss of $3,694,213." 


The moral phase of the situation 


was presented in these words: 


"The idea seems to prevail * * * 


that there is no harm in cheating the 
state, although to do so a false return 
must he made and perjury must be 
committed. This offense against the 
state and good morals is too frequent- 
ly committed by men of wealth and 
reputed high character and of corre- 
sponding position in society." 


Certain excise taxes were suggested, 


and it was urged that a revaluation of 
all property be made at once "instead 
of waiting for the next decennial valu- 
ation of 1890." It was further recom- 
mended that a state board of equaliza- 
tion, consisting of eight members, oe 
appointed "to supervise, as well as re- 
vise and equalize, the valuations to be 
made." The essence of the whole sit- 
uation at that time was epitomized in 
the words: 


"It is also thought men so selected 


Will have the interests of the whole 
state more in mind than if they sho""d 
'toe elected to represent some particu- 
lar district or locality, in which case 
experience has shown they are too ant 
to act as though their highest duty 
'was to secure the lowest possible valu- 


v etion for their respective constituents. 


-It is further recommended that in all 
cities having a board of tax comniis- 


' eioners it be made the duty of such 
^ ttoard to appoint all the assessors and 


appraisers. It is confidently believed 
that if such legislation can be secured 
'•8 is here attempted to be indicated, 
the tax duplicate can be so increased 
%s to approximate our real worth, and 
'that valuations can be so equalized as 
to secure uniformity and Justice tor 


whole state."

Financial Emergency Pressing. 


When Governof Foraker, under date 


tif Jan. 4, 1887, presented his regular 
ilneftM^e to th<5 legislature the finan 
Wai emergency was 80 creasing tUal 


no rem.micu r.uu body again of what 
he believed should be done iu the way 
of taxation reform. His earnest con- 
viction with reference to the real rem- 
edy is shown in the following excel pt 
from his message: 


"The 
further recommendation is 


also repeated that the assessors ol 
personal property he appointed in all 
cities. 
The recommendation is con- 


fined to cfties because the constitution 
requires the election of all township 
officers." 


The fiscal condition of the state was 


such that the public mind remained 
more or less centeied on taxation re- 
forms, and \\hat was known as tne 
Massie committee, headed by Senator 
D. Meade ^lassie of Chillicothe, was 
appointed under the provisions of a 
senate joint resolution, adopted March 
24, 1888. The preamble ran: 


"There is a manifest need of and 


demand for a revision of our present 
system of taxation." 


This committee in its investigation 


immediately sensed the basic funda- 
mental defect, and in its report the 
same kind of comparisons of personal 
returns in the large and small conn 
ties that we are now so familiar with, 
was set foith. That the trouble then 
was the same as that corrected by the 
Warnes lau enacted in this state a 
year ago is plainly shown by the fol- 
lowing declaration by the legislative 
committee: 


"We have tried to secure a better 


class of assessors by extending their 
terms of office and increasing their 
pay. 
AVe have tried to compel them 


to do their duty faithfully by placing 
them under a. more binding oath, 
larger bonds, and greater penalties lor 
malfeasance or misfeasance. We ha\e 
tried to improve the form of the tax 
list and to compel each person to ac- 
tually swear to his list. We do not 
know what more can be done to se- 
cure full anc5 fair returns of personal 
property, moneys, and credits." 


Abuses continued despite the fact 


ihat the public intelligence recognized 
the injustice of things, and matters 
iiad not been improved by the passage 
of the tax inquisitor law. the opera- 
tions of which brought scandals that 
shocked the sensibilities of the peo- 
ple. 
The processes of public opinion, 


howe\er, went on, and in 1S93 the ad- 
ministration of Go\ ernor William Mc- 
Kinley was historically attached to 
:he taxation subject. The commission 
appointed by him, in its personnel and 
performance made a deep impression 
on the thought of the state. It recom- 
mended the appointment of a state tax 
commission, to which the listing of 
•>ublkyjtilities would be assigned; and 
the appointment of assessors. 


Commission Recounts Evils. 


The records next disclose the ad- 


ministration of Governor Andrew L,. 
Harris in an effort to provide relief 
from taxation abuses. A commission 
w as named, and it recounted the evils 
so well known now. It ably submitted 
recommendations in which Governor 
Harris j'oined. 
Meanwhile, excise 


taxes had been imposed by law, and 
the state gov»rnment was removed, in 
some degree, from a condition of con- 
stant financial stress. This in some 
measure delayed the final remedial 
.sgislation, but the report of the Mc- 
Kinley commission was a vital thing, 
even though action on its suggestion 
was not taken while he served as the 
state executive. 
The apparent influ- 


ence of public utility companies in 
making possible returns more or less 


rotesque 
in 
local 
subdivisions 


brought a new irritant to the situation, 
and Governor Harmon renewed the 
discussion of the subject and it be 
came a leading feature of his admiu- 
stration. The state tax commission 
was formed, and its service in listing 
public utilities soon demonstrated the 
wisdom of the plan. 
The McKinley 


commission had shown that in 1S92 
the entire valuation of railroad prop- 
erty was but ?105,600,000; while the 
horses of the state were listed for al- 
most half that amount. 


An important thing in the whole de- 


velopment of the subject of taxation 
was the passage of the Smith 1^ per 
cent law, -which carried a limitation 
on the tax rate within the subdivisions 
of the state. It had the double pur- 
pose of enforcing economy, and by the 
reduced rate, of bringing intangible 
property from hiding. The result was 
disappointing in the last named par- 
ticular, however, as evidenced by the 
decline in listed intangible property 
of ?12,000,000 in 1913. That Governor 
Harmon, as the advocate of the Smith 
1 per cent law, recognized as a neces- 
sary buttress and protection to that 
measure, the abolition of the system 
of electing assessors, is shown by his 
last message to the legislature Jan. 
6, 1912, in which he said, speaking ol 
the Smith law: 


"The unfortunate failure Of the Ed- 


wards bill at the last session has pre 
Tented, thus far, full enjoyment of the 
result in view. The work of elective 
ward and township assessors 
has 


proved a failure in Ohio and else- 
where. That bill proposed to substi- 
tute for these and for city boards of 
review a deputy tax commissioner in 
each county to act under direction of 
the state tax commission, with power 
to employ necessary assistants." 


Patriotism Persisted. 


This review shows how the intelli- 


gence and patriotism of the 'state per- 
sisted through three decades, domi- 
nated at all times by the lofty ideal of 
so shaping our laws as to distribute 
the burdens of government equitably. 
It is also worthy of note that every 
serious attempt to bring about a rem- 
edy was along the same lines. 


The effort to press into the public 


mind the Idea that the appointment 
of assessors ie a mere caprice of the 
present day, conceived for some ul- 
terior purpose is both futile and rep- 
rehensible. The assessor who did his 
duty was never re-elected. That Is 
the history of the old plan every- 
where. Now in full and open frank- 
ness, man to man, can Ohioans, citi- 


Of ft great state, deny that the 


aefcire to eieot assessors wherever u 
romains> lodged is coupled with the 
knowledge that these oflicers always 
entered upon their duties under a 
sense of more or less intimidation? 
The vote of the propttty holder was 
in the assessor's mind and human na- 
ture, with its delinquencies, permitted 
the selfish consideration to enter first 
in his mental attitude towards his la- 
bors. Is it creditable, is it worthy ol 
a great people, to try to convince our- 
selves that a sublime principle has 
been violated, when, us a matter of 
truth, the controlling thought is to 
withhold our vote for selfish, if nut 
ignoble, purposes? How otten has :t 
been clurseil that people were over- 
assessed? In that very remote contin- 
gency there is ample facility for pio- 
tection against a-wrong. The prevail 
ing complaint is that too many indi- 
viduals ami interests have not been 
paying their share of taxes, and ordi- 
narily the offender has been the art- 
ful person, skilled and resourceful in 
human e\ entualities, the very sort of 
an individual who was influential in 
his ward or township, and his known 
l.ower was strongly suggestive to the 
assessor. 
Under the 
operations of 


the new law, the Standard Oil com- 
pany, without protest, submitted to an 
increase in Hancock county this year 
of ten million dollars—the value of ten 
average townships in the state. The 
plain meaning of this is that the farm- 
ers in ten townships have in Uie 
past been paying a large part of this 
company's taxes. In a large city a man 
whose name was never on the tax du- 
plicate before was listed this year for 
$600,000 in Standard Oil stock. The 
average return by home owners in 
the working: mans districts of that 
city is $1,000: so that 600 workmen 
have been paying this man's taxes 
for yeai's—paying the policeman to 
guard him at mgnt—paying the fire 
department that protected the roof un- 
der which he slept. This is more 
than injustice—it is a crime; and it 
is high time such practices came to 
an end in this state. The commission 
of William McKinley, after stating 
plainly that the system was indefen- 
sible and intolerable, centered its en- 
ergies on t« o basic recommendations: 


First: That the appointment of a 


state tax commission which should 
value all public utilities and control 
the taxing policy of the state in order 
to render the system uniform as the 
constitution provides; and 


Second: The appointment of asses- 


sors. 


In May, 1910, the first recommen- 


dation was adopted in the act cre- 
ating the tax commission of Ohio and 
giving to that commission supervision 
over the assessment of real estate anO 
original jurisdiction in the assessment 
of the property of public utilities. As 
a result the grand real estate dupli- 
cate of the state wras increased from 
$1.656,944,631 in 1910 to $4,418,953,299 
in 1913—an increase of $2,762,008,663; 
public utilities were increased 
from 


?226,226,043 in ?110 to ?1,05S.231,780 in 
1933—an increase of $832,003.737; and 
banks were increased from ?S0.742,1L3 
in 1910 to $184,232,970 in 1913—an in- 
crease of ?103,490,S55^ 


The situation in taxing affairs when 


the present administration came into 
being was as follows: 


Assessments Out of Proportion. 


There had been an adequate assess- 


ment of the property of public utili- 
ties and banks and of real estate, all 
of which was done under the super- 
vision of the tax commission of Ohio. 
There had been made an increase ol 
four billion dollars in these classes of 
property. When the present admin- 
istration came into power the person- 
al property of individuals ?nd the prop- 
erty of incorporated companies were 
the only classes of property in this 
state that were not listed by the tax 
commission, or under its supervision, 
so that while the four billions of dol- 
lars increase to real estate, public 
utilities and banks had brought about 
a reduction in tax rates, the owners of 
individual property and incorporated 
companies shared in that reduction 
without having increased their valua- 
tions proportionately. 


The Warnes law was enacted pri- 


marily to extend the jurisdiction of 
the tax commission to the assessment 
01 tne two classes of property which 
had heretofore been inadequately as- 
sessed, and to give the commission an 
adequate means of securing the desired 
results by proyiding for the appoint- 
ment of local assessors instead of 
their election—all the work under the 
direct supervision of the commission. 


While the commission's records are 


not complete as to the assessment for 
1914, 
the returns from seventeen of 


the small rural counties show an In- 
crease in the valuation of moneys, 
credits and investment in stocks and 
bonds over 1913 of $21.990,223, or a 
gain slightly in excess of 47 per cent 
The principal gain in these items will, 
of course, be' from the larger coun- 
ties, from which few returns have 
been received. 


Here is the way "this increase was 


made: 


The state commission was able Lo 


secure close ro-operation between the 
district officials in the eighty-eight 
counties—something impossible 
ex- 


cept under the centralized authority 
plan; mortgages were copied and ex- 
changed, lists of taxable 
securities, 


with the names and addresses of hold 
ers, were distributed, and from thi* 
source approximately $100,000,000 of 
taxable values were secured. 
There 


was also an interchange of other use- 
ful information. The commission kept 
in constant touch with the work in the 
counties; district assessors required 
daily reports of the work from their 
deputies; and the district assessors De- 
ported weekly to the tax commission. 


While the information in the posses- 


sion of the commission at this time is 
not complete enough to make an ac- 
curate statement as to the amount ot 
the tax duplicate for the year 1914, yet, 
It believes that the duplicate which 
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win <ue luuiuotl to, the county treas- 
urers on the flrst of October, 1914, 
will be from $900,000,000 to ? 1,000,000,- 
000 more than that of 1913, and this 
increase will be principally in the in- 
tangible property of Individuals and 
the property of incorporated com- 
panies. 


Under this law the commission has 


authority to prescribe the numbers ot 
districts, the number' of men and 
their salaries, and the wisdom of that 
la shown by the records, which diH 
close that 1,966 deputies listed real es- 
tate and personal property for 1914, 
and the last time ttiat both' classes ot 
property were assessed under the old 
elective system, there were 3,415 as- 
sessors in the field to assess personal 
property and 2,465 to list real estate, 
a-total of 5,880 as compared to 1,966 
this year. The figures presented te 
the tax commission by the various 
county auditor* show that it 
cost 


$l,-777,958 to mate the last quadreif 
nlal appraisemem\,vOl; real estate un- 
der the old system; In 1912 the aiun 
of $596,881 was expended for listing 
personal property.. The tax commis- 
sion is authority -for the statement 
that the work will be done this year 
for approximately $1,000.000 less. 


One of the reasons for the great re- 


duction in the number of persons list- 
ing property that has been made this 
years is disclosed in the following fig- 
ures: 


In Hamilton county in 1913 thor3 


were 413 assessors last year as against 
S3 this year. 


In Franklin county there were 93 


assessors last year as compared to 34 
this year. 


In Montgomery county there were 


64 assessors last year as compared 
to 33 this year. 


In the city of Toledo there were 91 


assessors last year as compared to 20 
this year. 


In the city of Cleveland there were 


170 assessors last year as compared 
to 40 this year. 


Change Was Propitious. 


That a change in the method ol 


listing property came at a propitious 
moment no one will deny who studies 
the significance of events without 
prejudice. If the Warnes law had not 
been installed this year, the Smith i 
per cent tax law would haie been de- 
stroyed, or a number of Ohio cities 
would have hopelessly defaulted on 
their obligations. There is no escape 
from this opinion in the light of pres- 
ent facts, and this not only reveals 
the moral but the economic aspects of 
the new law. It was pointed out by 
every scientific survey made in the 
state for years past that the ruial 
communities were making a fairer le- 
turn o* property for taxation than the 
cities. Since a state levy was made 
for universities and other purposes, it 
can be seen to what extent the ele- 
ment of unfairness entered in these 
contrasted practices as between the 
cities and rural communities. " If 
there had been no state levy, then it 
would not have been a matter of state 
concern what the cities did—meas- 
ured by the ethical code only—but 
there is now presented an entirely 
new situation. 
The cities have been 


so lax and inefficient in the listing of 
property under the old moribund sys- 
tem that a serious condition of affairs 
exists in most municipalities—partic- 
Klaily the larger ones. The growth of 
Ine cities has entailed vast necessi- 
ties in the extension of public works 
and the installation of new utilities. 
That wealth has increased also Can 
not be denied, and yet the tax dupli- 
cates do not show the proportionate 
Increase that they should, the result 
being that many cities have borrowed 
money to pay current bills, while in 
some instances bonds have been sold 
for the same purpose. Confronted 
with the limitations in the tax rate 011 
the one hand and the cost of local gov- 
ernment 
increasing vastly greater 


than the duplicate has grown, on the 
other, there was either an enforced 
fracture of the 1 per cent law or mu- 
nicipal bankruptcy as a certain even- 
tuality. 


Fortunately, the Warnes law averts 


a crisis. 


As a matter of very grave interest 


to the state, and hearing pertinently 
and directly on the question of mu- 
nicipal distress, it is deemed fitting to 
present an exhibit of conditions in 
some of the Ohio cities. If a private 
concern were compelled to pay every 
year on its debt a sum approaching 50 
per cent of its income, it would not 
long remain out of the hands of a le- 
ceiver, and yet, official statistics dis 
close this deplorable ' condition in 
many places. The following munici- 
palities are paying yearly in interest 
and sinking fund charges, the percent- 
ages of their gross tax revenue, as In- 
dicated:

municipalities, so that there is reason 
tor much felicitation that through the 
sovereign power ot the state, a tax 
law has been devised that averts 
flilanciiil chaos in many of our cities, 
tt ia not denied that in it luiinber of 
instances nuuiioipalitlts have permit* 
ted Bults to be brought by creditors 
and judginent!i to be given by the 
Courts- This result* in a tax rate-in 
excess of the prescribed 10 mill lim- 
itation. Somo contend, and doubtless 
with ample propriety, that in many In- 
stances the municipal expense Is duo 
in part to extravagance and caprice. 


Why Reduction It Possible. 


A reduction In the state tax rate la 


rendered possible tills year because 
\vc have an intelligent and efHckmt tax 
listing system. Courageous pe fut'm- 
ance of duty by the listing oiheera— 
tt thing unknown udder the elective 
system—has resulted in hundreds of 
millions of dollars in personal prop- 
erty going on the duplicate this year 
for Hie flist time. That every diag- 
nosis of the ptist was sOutid, Is demon- 
strated by the vastly greater Increase 
In personal property In the cities, in 
Montgomery county the increase on 
personal piopeity In the townships is 
17 per cent.

In Miami county the increase on 


real estate Is less than 1 per cent; 
while stocks and bonds Increased 170 
per cent, credits no.fisper dent and 
money 33.8 per Cent. 


In Alleu county real estate Iriveased 


7.4 per cent, credits 224 per cent, and 
stocks and bonds 20S per cent 


In Licking county real estate in- 


creased 3.2 per cent, monej-s 39.5 per 
cent, credits 46.5 per cent, stocks and 
bonds 276 per cent. 


In Delaware county, real estate In- 


creased less than 1 per cent, moneys 
32 per cent, credits 26^ per cent, 
stocks and bonds 36 per cent. 


In Portage county, real estate in- 


creased 1-9 per cent, moneys 24.7 per 
cent, credits 8.8 per cent, stocks and 
bonds 8288.7 per cent. 


In Cuyahoga county the personal 


duplicate, exclusive of public utilities, 
banks and incorporated 
companies, 


increased 671 per cent. 


The work of listing property In the 


state ior taxation having been practi- 
cally concluded, we should now dedi- 
cate our efforts to" the all-important 
task of conveying to the people the 
relief a beneficial system makes pos- 
sible. The state should take the lead 
in the reduction^of the tax rate, de- 
pending upon a vigilant public opin- 
ion to compel the same action in the 
counties, 
municipalities and town- 


ships. With a duplicate showing an 
increase of approximately one billion 
dollars, and with a substantial reduc- 
tion in the state rate, then the rate 
should be cut in every subdivision of 
Ohio. Honesty in the return of prop- 
erty for taxation should be rewarded 
by a like careful regard for prudent 
expenditures by1 those in public sta- 
tion. That there is an awakened con- 
science in the state on the subject of 
taxation is undented, and it should 
not be chilled by a policy of disburse- 
ment that can find no justification in 
business or ethics. The work of hav- 
ing property listed in such an amount 
as renders a reduction in the local 
rates, an apparently easy matter, re- 
flects the efficiency! of the appointed 
officials- 
The rate of tax is deter- 


mined in the counties by oflicers elect- 
ed by the people. In counties where 
a municipality has a property dupli- 
cate larger than the res', ctf the county 
the budget officers are the mayor, the 
city solicitor and the county auditor. 
In all other counties the president of 
the board of education in 'the largest 
city serves instead of the prosecutor. 
It would seem that the least local 
subdivisions should do In the reduc- 
tion of rates Is to save the cut made 
by the state and provide for emergen- 
cies out of the increased duplicate. 
Nothing but an admittedly grave exi- 
gency woum seem to justify a rale as 
high as that imposed in 1914. If there 
is any disposition in localities 'to 
ignore the plain command Implied by 
the augmented duplicate, then an out- 
raged public sentiment doubtless will 
result in such changes in the law as 
will afford effective checks. The de- 
sire not to cripple municipalities, and 
the belief that considerable depend- 
ence can be placed in local officials 
doing their "manifest duty, have been 
the deterring influence in the matter of 
reforming the budget laws at this 
time. Many believe that it is unwise, 
if not unscientific also, to give three 
local officials plenary power in the 
making of the tax rate within the lim- 
itations of the Smith 1 per cent law, 
and there is a sentiment quite -wide- 
spread and insistent that their pow- 
ers be restricted In some degree. As 
experience is the safest refinery, it is 
doubtless advisable to let this matter 
go over to the next session of the 
general assembly, when" it will be 
easier to determine -what change, if 
any,, should be made- The legislature 
when" last assembled authorized the 
appointment of a committee to report 
to the Eighty-first General assembly 
on the expediency of a newly estab- 
lished fiscal relation as between the 
state and local governments. It is 
highly probable that experience will 
have demonstrated the wisdom of pro- 
viding that budget commissions shall 
first levy for essentials. The law now 
provides that a levy be made initially 
for interest and sinking fund charges. 
If this were supplemented with a fur- 
ther stipulation that the public health, 
school, police and fire protection ser- 
vices should come next, and what re- 
mains Inside the limitations be de- 
voted to utilities less essential, the 
result would doubtless be very help- 
ful to the community's welfare/

Not one dollar of money derived 


from the slate levy goes into the gen- 
eral revenue fund of the state. Not a 
penny of it is used for the conduct ot 
tho state depaitments. 
They are 


.maintained by excise taxes levied on 
corporations and the liquor traffic for 
the most part. 


The sinking fund item grows out of 


the provision made originally through 
an ordinance passed by congress July 
23, 17S7. By it section 16 in each 
township was reserved for school pur- 
poses. It Avas a misfortune that this 
reservation was nob. nmdo perpetual. 
Subsequently, in 1827, the state sold 
the lands and pledged itself to pay an 
nually 6 per cent on the amount so de- 
rived into the school fund. This ag- 
gregates about $240,000 and is paid 
over to the eighty-eight counties of 
the state. 


The money deiived from the com- 


mon school levy is paid by the state 
treasurer to the counties of the state 
on the base of $2 for every enumerat- 
ed child. 


The university levy goes directly to 


the universities. 


The good roads levy is disbursed en- 


tirely for the construction of a mod- 
ern highway system in the state. 


By both provision and practice, any 


deficiency 
in the sinking, common 


school or university funds is made 
up out of the general revenue fund of 
the state; so that the intention man! 
festly is that thought should first bo 
given to the available funds in the 
treasury not needed for the eunent 
expenses of the state, and the amount 
of the levy should then be determined 
by this consideration. 
The state 


treasury now has the largest surplus 
in its history and the state tax dupli- 
cate will be increased this year, on 
the authority of the tax commission 
of Ohio, approximately one billion dol- 
lars. It is my recommendation, theie- 
fore, that a new state levy be made up 
as follows:

Schools Will Not Suffer. 


The statement in some quaiters that 


the schools will suffer by this plan 
either springs from ignorance or mis- 
chief. The state is pledged to pay the 
prescribed $2 per enumerated unit 
The schools will derive the same 
amount as if no change were made m 
the levy, and the university levy is 
not altered. 


When the half-mill levy for good 


roads was imposed it was the thought 
that the state should not expend more 
than approximately three millions of 
dollars. I do not believe that the dis- 
bursements should exceed that figure 
for the reason that the highway de- 
partment, in co-operation with coun 
ties and townships, can efficiently as- 
similate just so much work each year. 


By cutting the rate to .4500 mills it 


will be seen thatnhe saving to the 
people in the new tax paying year, be 
ginning December, 1914, will be ap- 
proximately four million .dollars. This 
reduction makes the state levy the 
lowest in the history of Ohio. In 190(, 
it was 2.84, or more than six times 
ihe levy now suggested. 
The new 


rate will be considerably less than tho 
rate in force at the beginning of thia 
administration, notwithstanding it will 
«arry almost three million dollar^ a 
year for g-ood roads, a project that 
was never provided for in any previ« 
ous levy. It ts all a distinct triuirph 
for decency in taxation, and means 
much for the general welfare, ot our 
communities.

Al- 
most invariably tbe person making 
the attempt underestimates the dis 
tance by an inch or more and, much 
to his surprise, misses the pencil en- 
tirely. One eyed people, accustomed 
to estimating distances with only one 
eye, of course have no trouble in hit- 
ting the pencil at the first trial.—St 
Nicholas.

Russia also has a 


double headed eagle, having added 
that of Poland to her own.—London 
Standard.

Five per- 
sons have the honor—the first lord, 
three junior lords and tbe chancellor 
But the chancellor proved too strong 
for all of them, and the board, once a 
reality, has. like the board of trade. 
Ion? since ceased to meet—-London 
Chronicle.

Washington, July 20.—[Special.]—Al- 


most from the beginning of the gov- 
ernment congress has been legislating 
upon land laws. Some liberal land leg- 
islation has been passed, and the 
statute books are loaded down with 
laws relating to the public lauds of the 
United States. 
' And yet they do not seem satisfac- 
tory, for there are hundreds of bills 
pending in congress now to change the 
laud statutes. Of course the changing 
conditions of the country have some- 
thing to do with it The development 
of coal and minerals and the necessity 
for irrigating lands has caused a great 
deal of legislation. 


Nearly every" senator from a public 


land state bus bills pending which he 
thinks are necessary, but which in-re- 
ality apply to local conditions in his 
state. It will probably be impossible! 
to enact a land law which will be gen- 
eral and satisfactory to every part of 
the country. 


A Public, Benefactor. 


From time to time a man comes to 


Washington \\ ith the idea that he can 
change the economic conditions of the 
country by a simple act of legislation. 
One of these inen^hnd u L-ill introduced 
"by request," which means that the 
man presenting it did not -stand for it 
It contained thirty-seven sections and, 
of course, many appreciations, but Its 
title is enough to exp'aiu what it is in- 
tended to do. 


The bill provides for "raising addi- 


tional revenue, for re-establishing, in 
the distribution of the burdens and 
benefits of government among the peo- 
ple, a condition of equity in its com- 
plex relation to the citizens and their 
prosperity; for creating a fund for the 
payment of pensions and for setting 
our army of idle laborers at work on 
extensive public improvements, for re- 
moving the strongest 
incentive to 


crime among the poor and to vice 
among the rich." 
__ 


If all that could be brought about by 


a simple act of legislation there is real- 
ly no reason why congress should not 
pass it and then adjourn, but such 
days of legislative enactments have 
never been reached in this country. 


Convict Labor. 


One of the many problems that con- 


front legislators not only in the na- 
tional congress, but in the states, is 
the employment of convicts. That men 
in prison must be employed to keep 
them from going insane is a well 
known fact, but often the products of 
their labor compete with the products 
of the workinemen, and labor unions 
have made a great protest against that 


Discussing the convict labor bill one 


day. Congressman Sherley of Ken- 
tucky thus outlined what he thought 
should be done with the convict: "He 
should be put at remunerative work, 
charging him with his upkeep, credit- 
ing him with his labor, and the differ- 
ence between what he earns and what 
he costs should go either to his de- 
pendent family or to the man himself 
at the expiration of his service." 


Occupying Space- 


No one has ever been able to figure 


to find out about what is going on iu 
the high atmosphere. The matter came 
up In the house, and Chairman Lever 
of the agriculture committee explained 
that the bureau sent up these balloons 
with sensitive instruments which told 
of the vnrious conditions of the upper 
air. 
They had little notes attached 


asking people who found them to re- 
turn them to the weather bureau. 


It appears that these balloons have 


been sent out mostly from the $500,000 
plant at Mount Weather and drifted 
out Into the Atlantic ocean. 
Mount 


Weather is to' be abandoned and this 
work Is to be carried on at some'point 
on the Missouri river, so that the little 
balloons will he picked up as they 
drift eistward. 


Always Doing Something.

"And 
I want to say right here that If there 
is any man in the United States whom 
the government ought to be a papa to 
it is the farmer." 


A little further on Quin told about 


how the farmer had .been overridden 
by oppressors, but his time was com- 
ing.

An Important Question. 


Shall we nave an experiment farm 


in Licking county? 


At the April meeting of the Lick- 


ing County Pomona Grange, a resolu- 
tion was read and adopted, empow- 
ering the Master to appoint a com- 
mittee, who shall take steps toward 
securing a county Experiment Farm. 
Also, a county agent whose duty it 
shall be to have charge of the agri- 
cultural extension work of the coun- 
ty as provided in Sections 11G5-1 to 
1163-13 of the general code of Ohio. 


It will mean an outlay of ?20,000 


or $30,000, for the purchase of the 
farm. 


Eight counties have already taken 


advantage of the law, and have pur- 
chased and partially 
equipped 
a 


county farm. 


Xow the question is asked, "shall 


Licking county, one of the greatest 
agricultural counties in the 
state, 


allow counties of less importance ag- 
riculturally to lead us in a matter 
that means so much to the welfare 
of its citizens generally and its far- 
mers m particular?" 
If we can se- 


cure a county farm the government 
under the Seever Bill as passed by 
congress in April of 1914, will ap- 
appropriate an equal amount each 
vear up to $2,000, to assist in the 
demonstration 
and 
experimental 


work conducted on this farm and 
Over the county.

advantages to DP gained by the use 
of $3,000 or $4,000, each year right
